He founded 
the Concord Sun, x» weekly newspa- 
per, which soon acquired a reputa- 
tion for good humorin its local de- 
artment.

R. Sayre of New York, who dressed 
the wound made by the operation 
on Monday of last week. ; 

The Doctor, seeing that discharge 
was taken place from the wound, ex- 
pressed himself hopeful of the pa- 
tient’s rapid recovery with proper 
attention after this the sufferer took 
some nourishment ; at three clock 
in the afternoon a change for the 
worse was perceptible and his friends 
became alarmed. Stimulants were 
administered but without effect. He 
sank rapidly until near » o’clock 
when became speechless. Hedied at 
fifteen minutes to six o’clock. He 
was conscious apparently up to with- 
ina few minutes of death. There 
was no scene, no Jast words. The only 
allusions he made to his death were 
once after the operation was perform- 
ed on him last week by Drs. Sayre 
and Gross, when he said he felt so 
comfortable he believed mortification 
had set in,and again in his will made 
next day by Hon. Jas. B. Beck, in 
which he used these words, ‘‘after all 
my just debts, which are few and 
small, and the expense of a modest 
funeral are paid, I desire, &c. Around 


the death bed of the General were his | 


wife, two daughters aud one son, and 
a few other immediate relations. In 
accordance with the wish of the de- 
ceased and desire of the family, the 
funeral will be amodest one. 1t wiil 
take place on Wednesday afternoon 
at four o’clock.
